FOSTERS WEATHER FORECAST 


Warm waves will reach Vancouver 
about May 12, 16, 20,27 and temper- 
ature will vise on all the Pacific slope. 
They will cross crest of Rockies by 
close of May 13, 17, 21, 28; plains sec- 
Lions 14, 18, 22, 29; meridan 90 upper 
great lakes, Ohio-Tennessee and lower 
Missiseippi vaileye 16, 19, 23, 30; lower 
great lakes and eastern secticns 16, 20, 
24, 31, reaching vicinty of Newfound- 
land about May 17, 21, 25, and June 1. 

Storm waves will follow about one 
day behind warm waves; cool waves 
about one day behind storms waves. 

These disturbances will control 
cropweather from near Mayl2 to 
near June land will bring some of 
the most important weather events of 
the year. Severe storms are expected 
on Pacific slopes in middle Mississippi 
valleys and about the great upper 
and lower lakes, beginning not far 
from May 15 and continuing at inter- 
vals toend of month, These storms 
are expected to develop dangerous 
features and such heavy rains that 
destructive floods are expected, 

These concentrations of moisture 
are expected to rob other sections, 
more to the soutbwestward but east. 
of Rockies. causing drouth, altogether 
meking bad cropweather in many 
places east of Rockies and further 
north there are strips of drougbt ex- 
tending east and west that will suffer 
from drouth while the floodsare doing 
damage south of them. But these con- 
ditions will nat long continue, Lam 
promising or predicting, a yeneral 
cropweather change east of Rockies 
after first part of June. 

Except for some local temperature 
features my forecasts have been good 
this year, although tbe forecasting 
has been the most difficwlt I ever ex- 
perienced My long ago frediction 
that rains and drouths would occur 
in large spots indicated difficulties 
in the way of local forecasta. 

I challenge investigation of my oft 
vepeated forecasts of dangerous 
storms for April 20, They came on 
the day predicted.. A thousand peo- 
ple in the southern states were killed 
or injured and millions of property 
destroyed by tornadoes. | While our 
orthodox scientists Were trying to 
talk, through our radior, to the peo- 
ple of Mars, that god of war spit at 
them as though they were scrawny 
feeble pygmies, sivept 
them from the earth.

The efforts of scientists to talk to 
the people of Mars and Venus is 
certainly vidiculous, They seem to 
have been led into this by electro- 
magnetic disturbances that seem to 
come te our wireless operators from 
those two planets, They are correct 
about those disturbances coming fro 
Mers, Venus and the other planets 
and I give them dates when to expect 
their machines to be disturbed, ff 
they had been watchiog for signals 
from Mara on April 20, just before 
the great tornadoes struck, they

Where that live 
Goes toward the top E expect the 
storms to increase and the precipi- 
tation to be the greatest, somewhere 
on the continent, where that broken 
line goes highest, But you must read 
the bulletins carefully and remember 
what you read, iv order to know 
when to expect the precipitation to 
reach your locality. FT regard tbis 
method of forecasting the storm 
forces and precipitation as important 
and easily understood, 

Severe storms are expected during 
the week centering on June 4 and 
following them, frosts will go further 
south than usual, Those storme will 
be the end of the present kind of 
cropweather, Slowly gradually, rein- 
fall will increase in two thirds of the 
sections where it has been too wet, 
The general results will) be favorable 
to better cropwesather and better 
prospects for good crops.
